Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 3-1 1 , 13, and 15-21 allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record fail to anticipate or render obvious the following technical 
features as recited in the highlighted claims: 

Referring to claims 5-6, 9, 17-18, and 21 , the prior art fails to teach or suggest an 
angular-shift-time calculation section for calculating the time required for the camera to 
pan toward the designated location and a focus-shift-time calculation or a zoom-shift- 
time calculation for calculating the time required for the camera to attain a focus or to 
zoom on the designated location. 

Referring to claims 7-8, 11,13,15-16, and 19-20, prior art fails to teach or suggest 
that a camera-to-be-operated determination section determines a camera to be 
operated based on the angle between the current shooting direction of the camera and 
the direction of an imaginary line connecting the designated location with the center of 
the camera symbol. 

Referring to claims 1 , 3-4, and 10, prior art fails to teach or suggest that a 
camera-to-be-operated determination section determines which one of a plurality of 
cameras is to be panned based on the angle between the current shooting direction of 
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the camera and the direction of an imaginary line connecting the designated location 
with the center of the camera symbol.
